At our last Town Meeting a taxpayer asked us how much the 
town was paying on the Patrol road. We could not answer him,. 
neither could any former board that was present, and it is something 
all our taxpayers have a right to know so we have taken a little 
trouble to find out and we think we can make it plain to every one. 

The Patrol road which is taken care of by Lyman Moore extends. 
from the Augusta line, following the Bog road to where it intersects 
the Middle road, then on the Middle road to the Oakland line, equal- 
ing nine miles. | 

Now there are 1 83-100 miles of improved road in this section: 
which the State requires from Sidney $30.00 per mile, and 7 17-100 
miles of unimproved road which the State requires from the town 
$60.00 per mile. | 

Now there is another item called the 50-50 which is. to road’ 
machine the road, to put it in shape for patroling. Any less than 
$100 the town puts out the State will pay one-half, and the Town: 
one-half, but the State will only pay $50 anyway. 
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This year there was $100 expended in this way which cost the 
town $50. 

Below is the summary of what the State requisitioned from 
Sidney : 


1 838-100 miles improved road at $30.00 $ 54 90 
7 17-100 miles unimproved road at $60.00 430 20

Now there is another item unknown to most of the taxpayers of 
the town. The State road from Augusta to Belgrade extends through 
the southwestern part of Sidney, 2 8-100 miles and it costs the State 
$1,000.00 per mile to keep it in repair each year, so the State charges 
or requisitions the town $60.00 per mile, $124.80. 


Now you add $124.80 to the Patrol account which is $5385 10

Which is the amount shown in the treasurer’s account of ex- 
penses paid the State for Patrol. 


THIRD CLASS ROAD 


This is money which comes from the gas tax and one or two 
other sources, and is divided or apportioned to the town according 
to the amount of money raised for roads. Our allotment for 1925 
was a little over $1,815.00. You will see by the report that we ex- 
pended $1,795.26, also received from the State a like amount. 


Si. oe OAD) 


This is the $533.00 we raise every year and the State gives us 
$708.00 providing we use the whole of joint sum. If not they take 
off some from their appropriation and some off from ours. 
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Every year we raise a sum which we call Maintenance money. 
Now we have, in Sidney, outside of the improved road, on the patrol 
road, or did have prior to this last fall, 3 1-100 miles of improved 
road which the State has money in. It has been built by the State 
alone, or jointly with the town. Now the State allows the town on 
this $30.00 per mile each year providing the town expended $60.00 


-per mile, which gives us $90.30 this year. Next year it will be more. 


Hoping this explanation will help some to better understand 
where a part of their money has been expended.

Sidney School Report 


To the Superintending School Committee of Sidney: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual school report for the year 
ending Feb. 10, 1926. 

In reviewing the work of the year one of the most encouraging 
features is this, that of the ten schools in session, there have been but 
two changes in the teaching force for the year. At the end of the 
spring term Jennie Freeman in district No. 7 and Angelina Sawtelle 
in district No. 10 resigned and these positions were filled at the be- 
ginning of the fall term by Miss Ruth Millett and Miss Jeannette 
Taylor. Another point of interest is that five of these teachers at- 
tended the Farmington summer school and one was graduated from 
this institution in June. 

Results in school work and progress, to a large degree depend 
upon the training and preparation of the teacher. A teacher who has 
had years of experience, without training, or who has not kept pace 
with the times through the medium of the latest work on Pedagogy 
and Education cannot expect to compete with the teacher with modern 
training, neither will the pupils respond to the methods of instruction 
or the disciplinary measures in use twenty years ago. 

The Slogan of our State is, “ A trained teacher in every school 
by 1930.” Provision has been made so that all teachers can take a 
summer course at a Normal School or a College at a minimum cost. 
I would urge, therefore, that all teachers who have not done so, and 
expect to teach for a period of years, take one or two of these sum- 
mer courses. | 

The teachers of the State as a whole are deeply interested in a 
thorough and up-to-date preparation for their work. This is evi- 
denced by the record attendance at the normal schools and colleges 
and also by the large number in attendance at the Summer Schools 
last year. 

_ At the State Teachers’ Convention held at Portland last October 
there was a registration of 6500 teachers. This attendance according 
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to the standard of the N. E. A. is a 100% record for our State. Ev- 


ery teacher in town registered for this Convention and this is the first 
instance since I have been your superintendent that we have carried 
off a 100% attendance. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the good work done by the 
teachers and for the splendid spirit of co-operation which has been 
manifested by them throughout the year. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Nearly all of the schools conduct an Improvement League as a 


part of the regular work. Generally one half hour is devoted to this 
per week. The object of these Leagues is to develop character and 
leadership, to promote the moral and social interests of the children 
and incidentally to make the schoolroom and school grounds more 
attractive. At one of the schools a quarter acre of land has been pur- 
chased for additional playground, another has purchased a victrola, 
while another has provided a table and dishes for the noon lunch. 
In all the districts more or less has been done for the general welfare 
and comfort of the pupils. 


SCHOOL LUNCHES 


In all the schools where a majority of the pupils remain atthe 
schoolhouse during the noon hour, lunches have been provided for 
by the teacher. 

This work is conducted in several different ways. In one school 
the food is canned during the fall term for use during the winter. 
This work is to be commended for the valuable lessons of home 
economics and thrift which it teaches. In some schools one parent 
furnishes the food for a. certain day while in other cases the whole 
school contributes daily to this lunch. Oftentimes a good neighbor 
brings in a pot of baked beans and a steaming brownbread, which 


comes as a pleasant surprise and is always appreciated by the pupils, . 


' The lunch generally consists of a hot soup or cocoa. 


CONVENTIONS 


During the year there have been two Teachers’ Conventions, one 
at Gardiner, Oct. 10th, and one at Portland, Oct. 28-29th. 

At the convention at Gardiner one of the rural programs was in 
charge of Mrs. Marion Tapley of Oakland, and the exhibit of hand 


= 
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work for this program was furnished by the Sidney schools. I wish 
to say for the benefit of our teachers that this display of hand work, 
which for the most part was made from the waste material brought 
in from the several homes, was one of the finest features at the Con- 
vention. 

At the Portland Convention, all of our teachers were present, 
and as I have stated above gave us an attendance record of 100%. 


REPAIRS 


A new shed with standard toilets was installed in district No. 10 
during the summer vacation. There are still six districts in which 
the toilet facilities are not in keeping with the State standards and 
according to the law this work of the installation of sanitary toilets 
must be completed by 1927. 

In regard to other repairs nothing has been done except in a 
minor way. 

The underpinning at the Cowan school has commenced to fall in 
or out on at least two sides of the building and this must be attended 
to as soon as the frost leaves the ground or the building will fall to 
the ground. At the Town Farm school, the ceiling, which is of 
plaster, has started off in a great many places and it will be necessary 
to renew this plaster or install a new ceiling of sheathing or metal. 

At least twenty new school desks should be bought next year. 
We lack even now a few desks to seat the pupils. Many of the desks 
throughout the town have been in service for years and are much out 
of repair. i 

It would be beneficial to the town if a definite repair program 
were drawn up. Some of the buildings need inside and outside paint, 
the lighting in many of them is poor, the heat in all of the buildings 
except one is furnished with an unjacketed stove, in none of the 
buildings have provisions been made for ventilation; three of the 
buildings need more or less work done on the foundation; six new 
toilets should be installed and there are many other minor repairs 
that are necessary to the comfort and convenience of the pupils. 

It is not possible or practical to do this work in any one year. It 
is possible, however, to begin the work, follow out a definite program 
and in a few years decided improvements could be made without an 
additional burden to the town.

To F. G. Creed, Constable of the Town of Sidney in the County of 
Kennebec, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Sidney, qualified by 
law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the Town Hall in said 
town on Monday, the 8th day of March, A. D. 1926, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit:

Arr. 4. To choose one or more members of School Board. 
Art. 5. To choose a Treasurer, and Collector of Taxes. 
Art. 6. To choose a Fire Warden. 

Art. 7. To choose one or more Road Commissioners. 
Art. 8. To choose all necessary officers. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for making and repairing highways and bridges, 
and determine in what manner it shall be expended. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of appropriating and raising money necessary to entitle the 
town to State aid, as provided in section 19 of chapter 25 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1916. 
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Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5383 for the improvement of the section of State Aid road 
as outlined in the report of the State Highway Commission, in addi- 
tion to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways and bridges ; 
the above amount being the maximum which the town is allowed to 
raise under the provisions of section 18, chapter 25 of the Revised
